State Senator Nelson S. Dilworth of Riverside county 
has figured in the news twice lately. 

First, he led the fight against putting a $250,000,000 
school bond issue on the November ballot. He had a lot to do 
with getting the State Senate to cut the proposal nearly in 
half, to $130,000,000. After a big struggle between the school- 
minded Assembly and the corporation-minded Senate, the 
figure was finally put at $185,000,000. 

Second, Dilworth’s Senate Investigating Committee on 
Education came out with a report praising the “loyalty oath” 
teachers must take, and condemning the National Education 
Association for daring to criticize the shameful treatment 
given to Superintendent Willard E. Goslin in the “Pasadena 
affair.” 

In ecstatic encomium of the “loyalty oath,” Dilworth’s 
committee declares that “execution of the required oaths has 
been the occasion of enthusiastic affirmation of loyalty by 
loyal teachers and employes that has been an inspiriation to 
them and those they serve.” | 

That's just plain baloney. It implies that many teachers 
have jumped out.of bed in the morning and thought eagerly: 

“Thank goodness! I'm privileged to take a loyalty oath! 
Next year I can take an oath that I really meant it when 
took the loyalty oath, and the year after that I can take an 
oath that I meant it when | took an oath that I meant it.”

MORE T-H FOLLY 


“The non-Communist affidavit requirement of the Taft- 
Hartley Act is useless, interferes with and delays settlement 
of labor cases and ought to be abolished, the U. S. Senate 
Labor Subcommittee has recommended in a staff report. 

“The non-Communist affidavit,” says the report, “is serv- 
ing no practical purpose. Well known Communist party-liners 
have had no diffculty in signing affidavits that they are not 
Communists.” 

The report notes that the NLRB staff is bogged down 
with qork in checking on the compliance status of every 
officer of every local of every union, so that it takes 400 to| 
490 days to process an unfair labor practice charge, and an- 
other year after that if the case is appealed to a court. 

Likewise it takes 70 to 140 days, with all this fool checking 
of compliance status, to process a request for a representation 
election. 

That's the kind of a load the Taft-Hartley Act put on the 
back of labor cases with that provision so widely touted at| 
the time it was adopted. 

Labor from the start has been pointing to a lot of other 
silliness, along with downright viciousness, in the T-H Act. 
Gradually more people, in the Senate and out of it, are going 
to wake up to the folly of other provisions of that law.

Thus the top spokesman for 
lawyers admitted that they share 
the blame for vast crime and cor- 
ruption which are undermining de- 
mocracy and decency in this coun- 
try. But, in our opinion, the Bar} 
Association did not go far enough. 
It did not reach the roots of the} 
problem, because that would have | 
raised a fundamental question} 
which is hidden behind the legal) 
profession’s noble-sounding “code 
of ethics.” 

According to that “code,” and in| 
the public mind, courts and law-| 
yers exist to see that justice is| 
done for all the people, rich or| 
poor, innocent or guilty. How true} 
is that, in actual fact? Is that 
what lawyers strive for? 

COURSE SHEDS LIGHT 

Some light is shed on this sub-| 
ject by an official law course, used| 
in training thousands of young} 
students, whose minds are being 
formed for the legal profession.) 
Among other “examination ques- 
tions,” they are asked this: 

“You are defense counsel. The 
accused whom you are defending 
tells you he is guilty, but that he 
has admitted nothing to anyone 


to which you should go in defend- 
ing him?” 

The examination presents four 
possible answers, from which the 
student is to pick the single one 
which is correct. One “answer”, 
for example, is “advise the accus- 
ed to plead GUILTY, and try to 
protect him from getting a sen- 
tence more severe than his offense 
warrants.” 

That’s not the “right” answer, 
which is this: 

“Advise the accused to plead 
NOT guilty, and do‘everything in 
your power to convince the court 
that he is not guilty.” 

When the student’s examination 
paper is returned to him, he re- 
ceives with it some further in- 
structions on the “correct” answer 
to the above question. The law 


school, in printed words, tells him| 


this: 
“Your knowledge of the guilt of 


ing on your conduct of the case. 


Even though you know him to be} 


guilty, it is your duty as defense 
counsel to make the court think 
otherwise.” 

“CODE OF ETHICS” 

What does that mean? It means 
that despite any “code of ethics,” 
lawyers have the “duty” of keep- 
ing out of jail the most vicious 
criminals, whom they know to be 
guilty and dangerous to the public. 
That's fine for the big organized 
gangsters, who can afford to come 
into court “flanked by expensive 
lawyers.” 

Is it any wonder that, with such 
actual “ethics”, some lawyers go 
still farther, and become rich by 
acting as “general counsel” for big 
criminals, advising them how to 
commit crimes without even be- 
ing hauled into. court? 

On the other hand, what of the 
lawyers employed by the public as 
“prosecuting attorneys’? Their 
“duty,” in the view of the legal 
profession, is to try to convict, jail 
or hang any man or woman ac- 
cused of crime, WHETHER 
GUILTY OR INNOCENT. 

A prosecuting attorney wins 
reputation and promotion by his 
record of convictions, not by ef- 


else. What is the greatest axtent\ro to see that impartial justice) 


is done. And a public proseecutor 
has great advantage over a poor 
man who can’t afford to hire a 
good lawyer. 

HEARTLESS GAME 


Of course, honorable and decent 
men are found in every walk of 
life, and many lawyers have 
scruples about freeing the guilty 
and convicting the innocent. In 
general, however, the true picture 
of the legal profession is this: 

Behind their “code of ethics,” 


lawyers have made the law just a 


heartless game, divorced from jus- 
tice. Lawyers are for sale to the 
highest bidder, in any cause, good 
or bad, and usually bad causes pay 
bteter than the good. 

Perhaps that’s one reason why 
Congress and state legislatures, 
which are composed mostly of 
lawyers, don’t do a better job for 
the people. There are noble excep- 
tions, but most lawyers cannot rise 
above the training they received
